Milk production on Wisconsin farms during Sep- 
tember was 5 percent above last year and another rec- 
ord production for the month. 

Cash receipts from farm marketings in Wisconsin 
during 1971 were up 4 percent from the previous year 
but farm production expenses rose 7 percent. 

Almost 70 percent of Wisconsin’s 1971 milk pro- 
duction was used in manufactured dairy products. 

Wholesale prices of butter and Swiss cheese in- 
creased from August to September but cheddar cheese 
showed a slight decline. 

Red meat production in Wisconsin during August 
was 4 percent under last year as both beef and pork 
output were down. 

The index of prices received for Wisconsin farm 
products increased from August to September due to 
higher prices for hogs, eggs, milk, and crops. 

Butter production in the Nation during August 
was 6 percent below a year earlier but total cheese pro- 
duction was up 12 percent. 

Milk prices in Wisconsin for September are ex- 
pected to average $5.66 a hundredweight, 19 cents 
higher than August and 37 cents above September 
1971. 

Cold storage stocks of cheese in the Nation at the 
end of September were higher than a year ago but 
stocks of butter and meat were down. 

Prices of barrows and gilts at the St. Paul market 
averaged almost $29.00 a hundredweight during Sep- 
tember, the third consecutive month that barrows and 
gilts established a new high. 

Cattle feeders in Wisconsin had 1 percent fewer 
cattle and calves on feed October 1, but the 23 major 
feeding states had an increase of 10 percent. 

Wisconsin’s fall harvest and field work began to 
make some progress during the first half of October 
after heavy rain during September had continued to 
cause problems. 





MILK PRODUCTION CONTINUES 
AT RECORD HIGH 


Wisconsin’s September milk production of 1,486 million 
pounds was a record high for that month. The State’s milk 
production in September was up 5 percent from a year ago. 
Production declined seasonally 9 percent from August to 
September compared with an 8 percent drop in 1971. Output 
per cow averaged 790 pounds for September, an increase of 
30 pounds from the previous year. 

Pasture condition in Wisconsin on October 1 averaged 
97 percent of normal, up 3 percentage points from a month 
earlier and 18 points higher than last year. Wisconsin farmers 
reported feeding a daily average of 10.9 pounds of grain and 
other concentrates per milk cow on October 1 compared with 
10.1 pounds on that date a year ago. 

The Nation’s milk production during September totaled 
9,494 million pounds, nearly 1% percent more than Septem- 
ber 1971. Production was down 6 percent from August. Out- 
put per cow averaged 780 pounds in September, up 3 percent 
from the previous year. Pasture condition in the Nation on 
October | averaged 80 percent of normal, the same as a year 
earlier. Daily feeding of grain and other concentrates averaged 
11.9 pounds per cow as of October 1, a gain of 1 pound from 
that date last year.

MILK PRICES INCREASE 
SEASONALLY IN SEPTEMBER 


Dairy farmers in Wisconsin are expected to receive an 
average of $5.66 a hundredweight for all milk delivered to 
plants and dealers during September. This would be a seasonal 
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increase of 19 cents from August and 37 cents above Septem- 
ber 1971. A year ago milk prices increased 13 cents from 
August to September. 

All milk sold in August returned an average of $5.47 a 
hundredweight, 11 cents more than July and 31 cents higher 
than a year earlier. The average milkfat content for August 
was 3.65 percent compared with 3.60 percent last year. Milk 
for the Grade A market averaged $5.61 a hundredweight in 
August, up 11 cents from July and 26 cents above August 
1971. Manufacturing grade milk, at $5.29 a hundredweight 
for August, was 9 cents higher than July and 37 cents more 
than the previous year. The price spread between market and 
manufacturing grade milk was 32 cents in August compared 
with 43 cents a year earlier.

WHOLESALE BUTTER 
PRICE HIGHER 


Prices of 92-score butter at the New York market aver- 
aged 71 cents a pound during September, an increase of al- 
most two-thirds of a cent from August. The September butter 
price was 1% cents a pound above a year earlier. 

Wholesale prices of 40 pound block cheddar cheese at 
Wisconsin primary markets averaged 60 cents a pound in 
September, down slightly from August but 4 cents more than 
September 1971. Swiss cheese, Wisconsin State Brand, aver- 
aged 73% cents a pound during September, up % cent from 
the previous month and 7 cents higher than last year.

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There were 396 million pounds of cheese in cold stor- 
age at the end of September, up 11 percent from the previous 
year. American cheese stocks were 16 percent above last year, 
but Swiss cheese stocks were down 10 percent and all other 
cheese showed a decline of 8 percent. The Government held 
only 295,000 pounds of American cheese on September 30 
compared with almost 3 million pounds a year earlier. 


1971 MILK UTILIZATION 


Of the 18.9 billion pounds of milk produced in Wiscon- 
sin during 1971, almost 70 percent was used for manufactured 
dairy products. Cheese production took slightly over half of 
the 1971 milk output, up 5 percent from 1967. Milk utilized 
in making butter declined for the fourth consecutive year. 
Only 15 percent of the 1971 milk production was used to 
churn butter compared with nearly 23 percent in 1967. Evap- 
orated and condensed unsweetened whole milk and miscel- 
laneous factory products absorbed about 4 percent of the 
1971 milk production. 

Wisconsin farmers kept almost 3 percent of the 1971 
milk supply on their farms to feed calves or for household 
use. Out-of-state shipments by handlers and dealers totaled 
21 percent. Other uses such as fluid milk consumption by 
Wisconsin residents required over 6 percent of last year’s 
milk output.

HAY SUPPLIES LOWER 


Hay supplies are generally shorter this year than for many 
years. First crop yields were below normal because of severe 
winterkill and dry weather during May. Heavy rains during 
July and August helped growth of second and third crop hay 
but made harvesting extremely difficult. Hay quality suffered 
during the periods of frequent rain. Much of the first crop in 
southern Wisconsin was put in without rain and has good 
quality. Hay prices are quite variable, depending on supplies 
and quality. Prices of hay are up from last year, usually ranging 
from $25 to $40 per ton. The map below indicating the es- 
timated hay supplies in Wisconsin counties as of August 20 was 
prepared by Dwayne Rohweder, University of Wisconsin Ex- 
tension Agronomist.

MORE CHEESE BUT 
LESS BUTTER BEING MADE 


Weekly estimates of butter and American cheese produc- 
tion for September indicate a continuation of the decline in 
butter and an increase in American cheese for Wisconsin and 
the Nation. The Nation’s butter output during September 
could be 5 percent under a year earlier. Churnings in August 
were down 6 percent and for the first eight months of this 
year were | percent below the comparable period last year. 
Wisconsin’s butter production may also be lower in Septem- 
ber than a year ago but from January through August showed 
an increase of | percent. 

American cheese production in the Nation during Sep- 
tember will be up about 12 percent, similar to the increase for 
the first eight months of 1972. Wisconsin’s output of Ameri- 
can cheese in September will be substantially above last year 
but will not match the 23 percent increase shown in August.

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FARM INCOME HIGHER 
BUT EXPENSES ALSO UP 


Cash receipts from farm marketings in Wisconsin during 
1971 approached the $1.7 billion figure for an increase of 4 
percent. However, farm production expenses at $1.3 billion 
were 7 percent more than in 1970. 

Gross farm income in Wisconsin during 1971 was $1,851 
million, up $59 million from the previous year. Included in 


that sum was $1,665 million in cash receipts from farm mar- 
ketings, $37 million from government payments, $42 million 
for the value of home consumption, and $107 million for the 
gross rental value of farm dwellings. 

Total net farm income for 1971 was up from a year ear- 
lier because of an increase in the net change in farm inventories.

PRICES RECEIVED INDEX 
UP AT MID-SEPTEMBER 


Higher prices for replacement milk cows, hogs, eggs, milk, 
and crops led to an 8 point increase in the prices received index 
for Wisconsin farm products from August to September. At 
383 percent of the 1910-14 base, the prices received index 
equaled the previous high set in June and was 46 points (14 
percent) above mid-September last year. 

Hogs averaged $27.80 a hundredweight as of September 
15, a record high for any month. The September hog price 
was up 20 cents from August and $9.60 higher than a year ago. 

Steers and heifers averaged $32.20 a hundredweight in 
September, down $1.30 from August but $3.60 above Sep- 
tember 1971. Slaughter cows, at $26.00 a hundredweight for 
September, were 20 cents below a month earlier but $5.00 
more than the previous year. 

Sheep averaged $6.10 a hundredweight as of mid-Sep- 
tember, the same as August but up 40 cents from a year ago. 
Lambs declined 70 cents from August to September but at 
$28.00 a hundredweight were $3.00 more than last year. The 
wool price of 42 cents a pound for September was unchanged 
from the previous month but was double the September 1971 
price of 21 cents. 

Egg prices increased 6 cents a dozen from August to Sep- 
tember. The September 15 egg price of 29 cents a dozen was 
1 cent more than last year and the first time since March 1970 
that egg prices were above a year ago. 


Corn averaged $1.18 a bushel as of mid-September, up 
3 cents from August but the same as September 1971. This 
was the first time that corn prices were not under a year ear- 
lier since August last year. Baled alfalfa hay averaged $26.00 
a ton in September, an increase of $6.00 from a year ago and 
the highest September price since 1948. The September soy- 
bean price of $3.20 a bushel was a record for that month while 
oats at 72 cents a bushel was the highest for September since

Prices received by Wisconsin farmers for all milk sold 
during 1971 averaged $5.30 a hundredweight, 18 cents more 
than the previous year. Milkfat content averaged 3.70 percent 


compared with 3.68 percent in 1970. Grade A milk prices 
averaged $5.48 a hundredweight in 1971, an increase of 18 
cents from a year earlier. Manufacturing grade milk, at $5.04 
a hundredweight for 1971, was 14 cents above 1970.

LOWER IN AUGUST 


The Nation’s butter production of 76 million pounds in 
August was 6 percent below a year ago. Minnesota, the leading 
butter producing state, had a decline of 8 percent while Wis- 
consin’s output was down 7 percent from August 1971. Pro- 
duction of butter in Iowa during August was about the same 
as last year but other states were down 6 percent.

Total cheese production in the Nation during August 
was 12 percent above a year earlier. Increases shown by vari- 
eties were American 14 percent, Italian 7 percent, Swiss 5 per- 
cent, Brick and Muenster 20 percent, Limburger 2 percent, 
and all other cheese 9 percent. 

Dairy plants in Wisconsin produced 23 percent more 
American cheese in August than a year ago. Output of Amer- 
ican cheese in Minnesota for August was 6 percent more than 
the previous year. Missouri had a gain of 5 percent and other 
states were up 9 percent. 

Production of cottage cheese curd in the Nation during 
August was 8 percent higher than a year ago and ice cream out- 
put increased 6 percent. 


AUGUST SLAUGHTER 
BELOW LAST YEAR 


The number of cattle, hogs, and calves slaughtered in 
Wisconsin during August was down from a year ago. Slaugh- 
tering plants killed 96,000 cattle in August, a decline of 2,000 
from August 1971. The August hog kill of 260,000 was 21,000 
fewer than a year earlier. Calf slaughter for August totaled 
only 14,100, down 2,400 from the previous year. There were 
500 sheep and lambs butchered in August, the same as last 
year.

CATTLE ON FEED DOWN 
SLIGHTLY IN WISCONSIN 


Cattle feeders in Wisconsin had 106,000 cattle and calves 
on feed October 1, a decline of 1 percent from a year earlier. 
Placements on feed during the third quarter of this year to- 
taled 41,000, the same as placed in that quarter of 1971. Mar- 
ketings during the past quarter, at 55,000, were down 8 per- 
cent from July-September last year. 

Wisconsin cattle feeders plan to market 48,000 finished 
cattle during the October through December quarter. These 
expected marketings would be 20 percent fewer than were 
marketed in the last quarter of 1971. 

Cattle and calves on feed October | for the slaughter 
market totaled 11,764,000 in the 23 major feeding states, an 
increase of 10 percent from a year ago. Placements on feed 
during the July-September quarter were 2 percent below the 
comparable period of 1971. Marketings of fed cattle during 
July through September were up 5 percent from that quarter 
last year. 

The North Central states had 4 percent more cattle on 
feed October 1 than a year earlier while the Western states 
were up 18 percent. Texas, the leading cattle feeding state,

A YEAR AGO 


Cold storage stocks of meat in the Nation on September 
30 were 24 percent under a year ago. Beef stocks were down 
15 percent and pork supplies showed a decline of 38 percent. 

There were almost 297 million pounds of beef in cold 
storage at the end of September, an increase of 16 million 
pounds from a month earlier but 54 million pounds below 
last year. Pork stocks totaled over 190 million pounds on 
September 30, a decline of more than 13 million pounds from 
the previous month and 116 million pounds under a year ago.

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OCTOBER CROP REPORT 


Wisconsin’s fall harvest and field work had been slowed 
this year by muddy field conditions caused when heavy rains 
continued to occur during September. Rainfall during the 
first half of October was generally light in most areas and this 
allowed farmers to get on their fields. By mid-October about 
two-thirds of the silo filling had been completed. Farmers had 
to use extra horsepower, take lighter loads, and select the 
workable fields when chopping silage this year. Quality of 
the silage was not as good as last year due to delays in cutting 
corn at the best time. Very little corn had been picked yet by 
the middle of October as moisture content was still too high 
for safe cribbing. The estimated production of corn for grain 
in Wisconsin was 190 million bushels as of October 1, a de- 
cline of 7 percent from 1971. Although the expected yield 
per acre of 98 bushels was a record high, harvested acreage 
could be down 8 percent from last year. 

Strange as it may seem, there were a few farmers in Wis- 
consin still trying to combine oats in mid-October because 
frequent rains had prevented harvesting during August and 
September. Bedding supplies will be tight on many farms this 
winter as straw had short growth in the south and some was 
not salvagable elsewhere. Hay supplies likewise could be tight 
due to a below normal first crop and the loss of considerable 
second crop from spoilage. Farmers in Wisconsin were still 
cutting second and third crop hay in October. Production of 
all hay for 1972 was estimated at 10.7 million tons, 3 per- 


cent under last year. Alfalfa hay production was expected to 
be down 6 percent from 1971 due to winterkill and dry 
weather in May. 

The potato harvest had rough going from all the rains. 
Production of potatoes in 1972 could be 14 percent below the 
previous year as acreage and yields are lower. An excellent 
apple crop was being picked and the estimated production of 
72 million pounds would be the largest since 1961. The cran- 
berry harvest was going good and a record crop of 800,000 
barrels was anticipated. Very few soybeans were harvested by 
mid-October. Little fall plowing had been possible yet as soil 
moisture remained on the surplus side in most areas. 


FEEDER STEER 
PRICES UP 


Good grade feeder steers at the Kansas City market aver- 
aged $40.39 a hundredweight in September, up nearly 50 
cents from August and $7.59 above a year ago. Good grade 
fed steers at St. Paul averaged $32.80 a hundredweight for 
September, a decline of 38 cents from a month earlier but 
$3.10 more than last year. Utility cows averaged $27.69 a 
hundredweight during September, 11 cents below August but 
$4.45 higher than September 1971.
